erick M. (JnrT—uiiee a lawyer, later H hanker. As a law- 
yer lie drtiw many wills and saw bow Fow rie.li men knew 
"how to dis])ose of their uimioy that it ini^hl. he helpful. As 


a liankcr he saw how difficult it is for untrained hands to 
use with intelligence and wisdom money left In them l>y 
bcquest. Then Mr. (Joff became possessor! of his big idea. 
Ho, is imw tutoring the ignorant rich in how to make their 
money count for the puhlic \velfare. 
Huff's plan is to 


have them leave thoir children just enough income 
t < > 


keep them in fair comfort—but not enough to stagnate 
them with luxury. Then he seeks to have thorn put tho 
remainder into a community fund to he administered by 
trustees for the common good of tho^ity. Will the idea 
take hojd. That remains to be seen. 
Mr. <4off believes 


the Cleveland Foundation will in a. few roars hnvo the 
custody of n vast fund--perhaps a hundred millions of 
dollars, and that it will harness and put into active sen-- 
ice a terrific volume nf latent good will and civic spirit 
that is now going entirely to waste or nt. least being frit- 
tered away in small endeavors. And while Mr. (toff's ef- 
fort is primarily I'm- Cleveland, his idea isn't copyrighted. 
Every city can have a similar movement if it cares for it, 
and it is about the biggest idea in civic improvement <hat 
lias yet boon developed. 


The annual postoffice appropriation bill as .submitted 


to the house carries a provision exempting all assistant 
postmasters from the civil service. It is difficult to jus- 
tify action of this kind on any other grounds than polit- 
ical expediency, and it is to be hoped that the tight that, 
will be made against it will be successful in eliminating it. 
Manifestly it cannot operate to the good of the postal 
service to dispense with highly-trained men for the sole

queathed Much of Fortune to 


Local Benevolences. 


Van Wert, Ohio. Jan.. 13.—The late 


John Strandlcr, one of Van Wert's niosl 
successful business uicn, who died ten 
days ago. in California, where he had 
gone to seek restoration to health, left 
practically half of his fortune of $300.- 
000 to local benevolence. While the wil 
has not been probated, its contents have 
just been made public. Jlr. Strandler 
was in business in Monroeville, Ind. 
a good many years ago. 


The estate,- after ample provision for 


many relatives, ifl to go to public pur 
poses. 


In brief thi will leaves a bequest of 


$40,000 for the establishment of a Y. M 
C A., conditioned upon the furnishing 
of a suitable site; 810,000 for an endow- 
ment fund, conditioned upon the raising 
of a like amount; after making further 
bequests, the will provides that a cer- 
tain portion of tho residue, which it is 
believed will amount to another !?50,000, 
be set aside as an endowment. 


A bequest of $25,000 for the estab 


lishment of a chair of intermediate 
mathematics in tho public schools; this 
fund will be placed in the hands of the 
board of 
education, and 
tho income 


therefrom used for the purposo of giv- 
ing the students in the lower grades au 
opportunity to become more proficient 
in that invaluable branch of educa- 
tion. 


Tho sum of $5,000 is loft to the Van 


Wcrt County Hospital association, with 
tbe provision that a certain part of tho 
residue, which it is thought will amount 
to $20,000, will be set aside a» endow, 
ment for the institution. 


To the poor fund an amount that is 


believed will total about 810,000; to the 
Salvation Army $1,000 for carrying o.i 
its local work; to St. Mark's Lutheran 
church, $500. 


It is claimed that $300,000 is a con- 


servative •stiraate of the fortune left 
by Mr. Strandlcr, andi as he epcciSc-ally 
disposes of about $154,000 in his will, it 
is believed that thorn will b« at 'east 
$80,000 ti) he given to the Y- M. 0. A., 
the hospital and tlie poor fur.d, so that 
the bequests for public institutions will 
amount to about $150.000 or practically 
one-half of his immense fortune.
